Of  the  $r)00,000  a|)ro})riation,  State 
University  at  Lcxiiigtou  gets  $200,- 
000,  and  the  Eastern  Normal  School, 
at  Riekmond,  and  Western  Normal 
School  at  Bowling  Green,  $150,000 
each. 

The  opinion  of  the  Appellate  Court 
affirms  completely  the  judgment  of 
the  lower  court  by  Circuit  Judtre 
Stout,  holding  that  of  th»  lump  ap- 
propiiation  oij  $r)00,000  for  the  three 
institutions  one-third  is  due  now, 
and  that  of  the  additional  $70,000 
anniuil  appropriation  for  the  institu- 
tiojis  $30,000  for  the  Western  Normal 
and  $20,000  each  for  the  Eastern 
Normal  and  the  State  University  is 
payable  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

Auditor  Frank  P.  Janies,  who 
brought  the  suit  to  test  the  constith- 
tionality  <»f  the  big  school  appropria- 
tion, had  little  to  say  when  told  that 
the  Court  of  Appeals  had  decided 
that  the  apropriation  is  valid.  He 
said:  **I  stand  ready  to  draw  my 
warrants  for  the  money  as  stated  in 
the  act  out  of  such  funds  as  are  not 
Otherwise  appropriated,'  but  the 
question  of  final  payment  o^  these 
warrants  rests  with  the  State  Treas- 
urer. 

"Of  cour.se,  if  there  is  no  money  in 
the  State  Treasury,  the  warrants

killed  a  mule  ridden  by  Willie 
Deaton.  .  He  said  he  did  not  learn 
until  the  next  morning  who  was  in 
the  ]>arty  and  would  not  liave  known 
then  had  not  Deaton  sent  him  word 
that  if  he  would  fMiy  him  $135  for 
the  mule  nothii^more  would  be  said. 

He  refused  this  offer,  he  said^  and 
supposed  the  swearing  out  of  tiie 
wari-ants  was  the  result.

Taft  Announces  Second  CablMt 
sitioa— Senator  AccoRts 
^  Position. 


AugustA,  Ga.  Dec.  19.— •Wlliam  K 
Taft.^  president-elect  of  the  UaiteA^ 
States,  ha.s  announced  the  appotef' 
ment  of  United  States  Senator  ¥Vt^ 
ander  C.  Knox  of  Pennsylvania  fl^ 
secretary  of  staet  in  his  cabinet. 

The  announceme^Kfollowed  tho  rs^^ 
ceipt  by  Mr.  Taft' of  a  telegram  M»> 
veying  the  information  from  IfiC- 
Knox  that  he  woula  accept  the  pr^ 
miershlp  of  the  Taft  cabinet.  Mr.  Talt

lawyer,  soldier  and  jurist,  died  sud- 
denly at  his  home,  No.  231  East 
Shrot.  street  yesterday  evening  at 
6 :30  o'clock  of  heart  disease. 

Death  came  without  a  word  of 
warning.  There  was  nothing  to  in- 
dicate that  he  was  even  ill. 

He  had  come  in  from  his  daily  la- 
bors at  his  oiflBce,  was  in  his  usual 
•rood  spirits,  and  tlung  himself  on  a 
couch,  OS  was  his.  custom  before  sup- 
per and  began  reading  -  an  evening 
newsipaper.     •  *^  ^ 

Mrs.  Morton  was  at  home  and  was 
busy  with  the  servants  preparing  the 
evening  meal.  Mr.  William  L.  Sud- 
duth,  the  young  attorney  who  has 
been  asso^ated  with  law  firm  for 
some  time,  ilnd  a  close  friend,  was  in 
the  room,  also  reading. 

Sees  Newspaper  Fall. 

He  did  not  notice  that  there  was 
anything  wrong  until  he*heard  the 
Judge  breathing  heavily  and  looking 
np  saw  the  newspaper  fall  siiddenly 
from  his  hands.  He  realized  at  once 
that  there  was  something  serious  the 
matter  when  he  saw  that  the  face 
was  pale.  ^  Jumping  to  his  feet  he 
made  a  quick  examination  and  igiving 
the  alarm  ran  quickly  to  Dr.  E.  M. 
Wiley's  next  door. 

Dr.  Wiley,  who  is  the  family  phy- 
siciai^  resi^nded  at  once.  He  tried

The  death  was  a  tremendous  shock  i 
to  the  whole  city.  Judge  Morton  had 
shown  no  signs  of  illness  during  the 
day,  but  on  the  contrary  appeared 
to  be  in  an  unusually  fine  frame  of 
mind.  He  went  to  his  office  in  the 
morning,  as  usual,  attended  to  bus- 
iness in  the  customary  manner,  chat- 
ted pleasantly  during  the  day  with 
his  law '  partners  and  friends  and 
called  on  several  attorneys  in  'dif- 
ferent parts  of  town. 

Had  Suffered  From  Indigestion. 

The  Judge  had  suffered  lately  from 
what  he  believed  to  be  acute  indi- 
gestion' and  upon  advice  of  friends 
made  a  trip  to  French  Lick  Springs 
in  October  for  iTis  health.  He  re- 
turned feeling  much  improved  and 
gave  frequent  -  expressions  to  this 
effect 

Jere  R.  Morton  was  bom  in  Clark 
county.  Kentu<'ky.  Fel)ruary  10,  1842. 
His  fntber,  John  Mortonj^as  a  min- 
ister of  the  Christian  church  and  one 
of  six  brothers  of  whom  four  were 
preachers  of  the  gospel. 

His  mother,  Elizabeth  Rofjers,  de- 
scended from  pioneers  of  that  name 
who  in  the  latter  part  of  last  century 
settled  near  Boonesborough,  where 
the  ashes  of  three  generations  are- 
mingled  with  thie  dust. 

In  Morgan's  Command. 

Jeremiah,  after  attending  the  com- 
mon schools  in  his  native  county, 
spent  some  time  in  the  high  school 
and  at  the  age  of  17  years  began 
teaching,  followed  that  occupation 
till  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War. 
In  September,  1862,  he  enlisted  in 
Company  A,  Elighth  Kentucky  Cav- 
alry, Colonel  Eoy  Cluke^s  regimen  t» 
Morgan's  command. 

Made  a  prisoner  and  confined  at 
Camp  Douglas,  he  made  his  escape 
and  reached  Canada  in  the  depth  of
